PERFECT TYPES OF CANTALOUPES are chosen as guides in the selection of seed stocks. 

Since the grower is interested in growing as large a yield as possible, the vigor 
and profuseness of vine growth, disease resistance, and “‘set _of melons are important 
to him. Since the melons must look attractive on the market in order to secure buyers, 
the cantaloupes must be judged by shipping qualities, size and shape of the fruit and 
by the netting and color. Since melons are grown solely for human consumption, the 
color and solidity of flesh, the size of the cavity and above all the flavor are of prime 
importance. All these factors are taken into consideration in the selection of the 
melons we save for seed. ; Mg, 

As a buyer of cantaloupe seed, you will be interested in how we handle ied 
seed crops to get the perfect types. On the following pages a series of photographs 
show our actual Operations and methods of handling cantaloupe seed. 


All Our Cantaloupe Seed Is Hand-Cut 





PURDUE 44 is a new Hale’s Best cantaloupe, selected from our Seed Breeders strain. 
It has all the fine Hale’s Best characteristics plus a resistance to alternaria leaf spot. 


In appearance the Purdue 44 melons resemble the Seed Breeders. The fruit are 
uniform in size, running to jumbo 36’s. There are no pronounced ribs, and the net 
is heavy and uniform. The flesh is salmon colored, thick, and has a high sugar con- 
tent. The cavity is small and well filled with seed. The Purdue 44 will mature in 
about 85 days. 


The particular characteristic of the Pwtdue 44 is its resistance to alternaria leaf 
spot. This is a disease of cantaloupes that results in the plant ‘firing at the hill” and 
losing most of the leaves at the time the fruit is maturing. While the Purdue 44 is 
resistant to alternaria leaf spot, it is not resistant to bacterial wilt. 


The Purdue 44 has made a good record since its introduction two years ago, and 
will become increasingly popular as it becomes better known. We can recommend 
this melon to the grower who wants an early melon of high quality.

The 
Rocky Ford district produces the 
major portion of the cantaloupe 
seed grown in the United States. 
The quality of Rocky Ford grown 
seed is generally recognized as 
superior to that grown elsewhere. 
We are one of the largest pro-

THIS NEW MELON has been developed by the Texas Agricultural Experiment Station 
for resistance to downy mildew and aphids. | 

The Texas Resistant Cantaloupe No. 1 was derived from a cross between an 
inbred strain of the West Indian melon, Rocky Dew Green Flesh, and our Seed 
Breeders strain of the Hale’s Best. The melons of this variety are fairly uniform 
and of relatively small size, about 41/, by 514 inches, with a moderate netting. The 
flesh is salmon colored and fine textured, with a sweet spicy flavor. The seed cavity 
is small and compact. It is a good shipping melon when picked on a full slip. It is 
as early as the Hale’s Best in maturing. 

. This new Texas Resistant No. 1 has shown marked resistance to downy mildew, 
but is not immune to the disease. Its resistance to aphids is even more outstanding 
than its mildew resistance. Thus far, wherever tried, dusting this variety for aphids 
has been unnecessary. This variety has also shown some resistance to the melon worm. 

Our supply of this seed is limited, and we are restricting the quantities of seed 
. that can be ordered.

States. The accompanying photograph is of a field of cantaloupes in California. This variety is 
the No. 5 which was developed especially for use in the Imperial Valley. Other varieties have 
been developed for use in particular districts, and the seed grown at Rocky Ford. We have been 
among the leaders in the development of these new varieties, and have always worked closely 
with Experimental Stations in every section of the country. Our Seed Breeders was used as foun- 
dation stock in the development of the new Purdue 44 and the Texas Resistant No. 1 which were 
introduced by the Purdue Agricultural Experiment Station and the Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station respectively.

The melons are well netted with no sectors 
and run to even jumbo sizes, weighing 3 to 4 pounds. The flesh is thick and salmon 
colored, and the seed cavity is small and tight. The Nine Thirty-Six has an excellent 
flavor and a high sugar content.

AN IMPROVED 


THE NEW “Four-FirtTy”’ is an improved strain of the widely used No. 45, and has 
been very successful wherever used. 

The 4-50 is a melon that will hold up in prime edible condition for several days 
after being picked on a full slip. This characteristic not only makes a good shipping 
melon but also prevents loss in the fields. Any ripe melons overlooked in the fields 
are still in good condition on the following days. 

The Four-Fifty is an oval melon covered by a heavy net. The flesh is salmon 
colored, sweet and smooth. The cavity is small and compact. The vines are vigorous 
in growth and produce a heavy set of melons. The 4-50 will average jumbo 36’s in 
size, weighing about 4 pounds. This variety matures in about 98 days. 

Each year, since its introduction by us in 1943, the demand for the 4-50 has been 

steadily increasing. Last season the demand was so great from market gardeners and 
commercial shippers that we sold out of Four-Fifty seed before the end of the season. 
We have increased our acreage of the variety, but suggest that your order for this 
seed be sent as soon as possible.

The No. 45 is a slightly oblong melon, well-netted and solid. Picked vine-ripened 
on a full slip, it can be shipped long distances without any breakdown of the solid, 
firm flesh. The flesh is salmon colored, firm textured and sweet. The cavity is small 
and compactly filled with seed. The vines are vigorous and prolific, producing jumbo 
36 sized melons, maturing in about 95 days. 


The vigor and shipping qualities of the No. 45 account for its universal popu- 
larity. It is one of the finest commercial melons on the market because it can be 
picked vine-ripened and stand shipment to distant markets.

Cantaloupes 
are grown to eat, and if the fla- 
vor and sugar content are not up 
to standard, then appearance 
counts for little. This photograph 
shows the use of a refracometer 
for measuring sugar content. The 
melon is cut open and some of 
the juice is placed on the optical 
prism faces and the cover closed. 
The telescope contains a measur- 
ing device for the measurement of 
sugar percentages.

THE QUEEN OF COLoraDo is a leading new variety that won an “All America” 
selection award in 1939. It is a development from the Pride of Wisconsin, and is a 
cross between the Honey Rock and Hearts of Gold. It combines the thick, tough rind 
of the Honey Rock with the excellent eating qualities of the Hearts of Gold. 

The Queen of Colorado is a splendid melon for home and market gardens. The 
melons usually weigh about 5 pounds. The rind is hard and pearl gray in color, 
loosely netted, slightly ribbed and ripens to a yellowish shade. The flesh is unusually 
thick, a solid orange color and is solid without undue premature softening. The Queen 
of Colorado has become a favorite in the Central and Eastern states for a grower who 
wants a melon of the muskmelon type. Its superiority in flavor has created a demand 
for it from the buyers.

WHEN THE CANTALOUPES are 
ready to be cut for seed, a crew, 
part of which is shown in the 
photograph, enters the field and 
cuts each melon separately by 
hand. Each of these workers can 
harvest about 50 pounds of seed 
a day. In this process, still an- 
other selection of the melons is 
made and all cantaloupes not up 
to standard on interior qualifica- 
tions are discarded. While this 
hand work is expensive, we have 
found it the best method of in- 
suring quality seed. The selec- 
tions made in the hand cutting 
process are impossible to make 
when seed is harvested by ma- 
chine.

THE D-2 produces a cantaloupe that is earlier and larger than the Mildew Resistant 
No. 45. Having developed the D-2 ourselves, we can recommend it to the grower 
who needs a vigorous resistant melon. 

The D-2 is one of the earliest of the resistant strains, and will mature in about 
90 days. The melons are heavily netted, very solid, and will hold up under shipment 
for long distances. The D-2 makes a beautiful melon in the crates. The flesh is 
salmon colored, of fine quality, and the triangular seed cavity is well filled. The 
vines are very vigorous and produce a heavy crop of melons. 

The D-2 will particularly recommend itself to the grower who wants a large, 
solid, heavily netted melon which will stand abuse in handling. The D-2 is one of 
the best melons for shipment in bulk.

THIS CLOSE-UP of one of the hand 
cutters at work will give you an 
idea of how the work is done. A 
knife is rigidly attached to the 
stool upon which the cutter sits. 
He picks a melon from the pile 
and cuts it open over the knife. 
The large round end of the knife 
is then used to scrape the seed 
from the half melon. The seed 
falls into the bucket, and when 
the bucket is full the seed is 
poured into barrels for transport- 
ing to our washing plant.

THE JumBo HAte’s Bzst is a large fruited strain of this popular variety that is ex- 


ceptionally well adapted to local markets. Because of its large sizes it is not a melon 
for the best commercial purposes. 


The Jumbo strain of the Hale’s Best has the thick salmon flesh, the sweetness 
and the excellent quality of the other strains. The fruit will weigh about 5 pounds 
and is heavily netted with a distinct suture. The cavity is rather large, but the flesh 
does not break down readily. The vines of the Jumbo Hale’s Best are vigorous in 


gtowth and well able to mature the large melons they produce. The Jumbo will 
mature in about 85 to 90 days.

THIS PHOTOGRAPH was taken inside our washing plant. The seed is being poured from the field 
barrel into a large wooden vat. The seed is left in this vat about 24 hours before being taken 
to the wash tanks. During this 24 hours a slight fermentation takes place which makes it easier 
to separate the seed from the pulp when placed in the washers.

The No. 36 is an improved strain of the old original Hale’s Best. It is an even 
jumbo 36 in size, solidly netted with no ribs. The melons are heavy and solid, with 
a small seed cavity. The spicy salmon-colored flesh is smooth and firm. The vines 
are strong and hardy. The No. 36 is an early melon, maturing in about 85 days. Its 
earliness, heavy yields, fine flavor, and splendid shipping qualities all combine to make 
the No. 36 one of the best varieties for the home and market gardener and the com- 
mercial shipper.

When 
the seed is stirred, as shown in the tank on the right, the pulp and light immature seed is floated 
off. The plump mature seed sinks to the bottom, as shown in the tank on the left. About 500 
pounds of cantaloupe seed can be washed in an hour in this manner.

THE HEARTS OF GOLD is a standard variety for the home and market gardener. 


It is a moderately small melon, running from standard 45’s to 36’s. It is nearly 
round, with a heavy close netting over the ribs but no netting over the furrows be- 
tween the ribs. The flesh is pink in color, thick and sweet. The cavity is medium to 
small in size. The vines are coarse, medium in size and dark green in color, produc- 
ing a prolific crop of melons in about 90 days. 


The Hearts of Gold is one of the best cantaloupes for the roadside stand and for 
nearby markets. Its excellent eating qualities and its striking appearance have made 
it a popular melon. 


We can offer a fine strain of Hearts of Gold seed.

AFTER our cantaloupe seed has 
been washed, it is placed on screen 
trays in the sun and allowed to 
dry. About 15 pounds of seed is 
placed on each tray and is stirred 
several times during the day to 
insure its drying thoroughly and 
evenly. In the dry, clear days that 
prevail during our harvest time, 
one day in the sun will dry the 
seed. The seed is left in the trays 
and placed in the warehouse, part 
of which is shown on the left of 
the photograph. The seed is cured 
out in the warehouse for about 
10 days before being sacked and 
taken to another warehouse for 
milling.

THE WHITE-SEEDED PINK PEARL is a very distinctive melon, with a heavy peagl gray 


netting and pure white seed. Its unusual appearance will attract the attention of the 
consumer. 


It is a moderately large melon, averaging about 4 to 5 pounds. The fruit is oval 
in shape, very heavily netted, pearl gray in color, with distinct ribbing. The flesh is 
thick, firm and moderately juicy. The deep pink color of the flesh is attractively con- 
trasted by the pure white seed that fills the small cavity. The fruit matures in about 
90 to 95 days. The vines are heavy, giving good coverage for the melons. 

The Pink Pearl is an excellent melon for the grower who wants a distinctive 
melon of good quality. It is a fine shipper.

™ THE No. 5 is a powdery mildew- 
resistant cantaloupe developed by 
Dr. Thomas W. Whitaker of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
Bred for use in districts where 
powdery mildew is a problem, this 
variety has proved to be 100% re- 
sistant to the disease. 

The No. 5 is characterized by a 
strong, vigorous vine with abundant 
foliage, producing a heavy set of 
melons. The cantaloupe has a rela- 
tively low net and is slightly ribbed. 
a ae. ae a The flesh is salmon-colored, 

da ed ed Ca ead smooth, and has a good flavor with 
an exceptionally high sugar content. The fruit runs to jumbo 36’s in size, maturing 
in about 100 days. The No. 5 must be picked on the first sign of a slip in order to 
stand under shipment. 

The No. 5 is the most popular and most successful melon in mildew-infested 
districts.

THE No. 6 is another new strain of the powdery mildew-resistant cantaloupes de- 
veloped by Dr. Whitaker. 

The No. 6 is 100% resistant to the mildew. It can be picked on a full slip and 
stand shipment to distant markets. The fruit runs to jumbo 36’s in size and are well 
netted. The flesh is firm, salmon-colored and of good flavor, although not averaging 
as high in sugar content as does the No. 5. The No. 6 is a few days earlier in matur- 


ing than the No. 5. 


Both the No. 5 and No. 6 will be used this season in those districts where a 


mildew-resistant melon is needed.

It is a salmon-fleshed melon, well 
netted, thick-fleshed, with a small seed 
cavity. It has a fine external appearance, 
and will average larger than the Hale’s 
Best in size, but will not run to a single 
uniform type. The No. 8 matures in about 
95 days. The quality of this melon is very 


good and it will stand considerable han- 
dling without breaking down. 

The No. 8 is not 100% resistant to 
mildew, but this will not affect its popu- 
larity in districts where mildew is not a 
factor. For a hardy melon, producing a 
heavy crop of large melons, we recom- 
mend the No. 8.

Picked vine-ripened, these melons will reach markets in 
good condition. In sizes it will run to even jumbo 36’s. The fruit is slightly and 
evenly netted and takes on a golden tint after ripening. The flesh is thick and unusu- 
ally smooth in texture. The seed cavity is small and compact. About 95 days are 
required for maturing the Melogold. |

AN OLD ESTABLISHED STRAIN 


THIS MILDEW-RESISTANT No. 1 is an old established variety and is not to be confused 
with the new Texas Resistant No. 1. This No. 1 is a salmon-fleshed, well-netted, 
oblong cantaloupe. The flesh is thick and sweet, and the vacity small and compact. 
The vines are vigorous and produce a large crop. 

The Mildew-Resistant No. 1 is distinguished from the No. 45 by two principal 
characteristics: it is slightly earlier and it produces larger melons. The No. 1 is a 
large cantaloupe, running in sizes from jumbo 36’s to 27’s. It is about a week later 
than the Hale’s Best in maturing. 

We have a small but consistent demand for the No. 1 seed from growers who 
want a large, hardy, commercial cantaloupe. |

TABLE BEETS may be planted as early in the spring as the ground can be worked, since 
they can stand light frosts. A moist soil that is well drained suits beets to perfection. 
One ounce of beet seed will plant about 100 feet of row, and should be planted about 
one inch deep. The rows should be 16 to 20 inches apart, and the plants should be 
thinned out to stand 3 inches apart in the row. Beets may be stored for winter use 
with very little trouble by packing them in sand or loose soil in a cool cellar where 
they will not be touched by frost.

A WIDELY GROWN variety of table beets for home and market gardeners that matures in about 
55 days.

BEANS WILL PRODUCE well on most soils if planted after the soil is reasonably warm 
and dry. The bean rows should be spaced 18 inches apart and the seed about 3 inches 
apart in the row and about 2 inches deep. A pound of seed will plant about 100 feet 
of row. Plants should not be thinned but should have frequent shallow cultivations. 


For a continuous supply of beans, seed may be planted every two weeks until mid- 
summer.

CucUMBERS planted in rich loamy soil after danger of frost is past will give you best 
results. Fertilization with well-rotted manure will be beneficial. The seed may be 
planted in hills or drill rows about four feet apart, and covered with one inch of soil. 
Three pounds will plant a drilled acre. If planted in hills, use eight to ten seed to the 
hill, and when the plants have four or five leaves, thin out, leaving the three or four 
strongest plants to the hill. Frequent cultivations are desirable. Keep the cucumbers 
picked off as they reach the desired size in order that more fruit will set on, increasing 
vour yield. Bordeaux mixture is used as a spray for many foliage diseases. Several 
lifferent dusts are on the market for controlling the striped cucumber beetle._

before moving them, so that the soil will cling to their roots.

Sow the seed at a depth of about 
4 inch in the hotbed. Pepper plants require 
more heat than tomato or cabbage plants, and 
if possible should be grown in separate beds. 
When the ground is thoroughly warm in the 
spring, set the plants in rows 2 to 3 feet apart 
and the plants 2 feet apart in the row.

Make the rows two feet apart and cover 
the seed with one to one and a half inches of soil, using about a pound of seed to the 
100 feet of row.

ToMarToEs should be grown in every garden, and it is quite simple to grow your own 
plants. Seed may be planted in a hotbed or in a shallow box in the house. About five 
weeks should be allowed for the plants to reach the proper size for transplanting out 
of doors when the weather has become warm and danger of frost has passed. Sow the 
seeds in rows 3 inches apart, covering with 1/, inch of soil. When the plants are about 
2 inches tall, transplant to a larger box or cold frame and space about 4 inches apart. 
When transplanted to the garden, plant in rows 4 feet apart and 4 feet apart in the 
row. The plants should be hardened off before setting in the open by giving them 
plenty of air and letting the soil get somewhat dry. Be sure, however, to give the 
plants plenty of water a few hours before moving them.
